Election Drive 
Will Close Today 
In Question Period 



Big Vote Seen 
In Wednesday 
Ballot Session 



With anlinusally higli degree 
of interest having been shown 
by both candidates and students 
niikc over the past two weeks, 
a heavy vote is anticipated in 
tomorrow's elections for the Stu- 
dents' Executive Society, tiie 
various faculty societies and 
other campus organizations. Vo- 
ting will take place from 9.00 
a.m. to 4.00 p.m. 

Campaigns, marked this year by 
a higher standard o{ open publicity 
in an effort to bring student issues 
into the limelight come to a close 
today after a ten-day drive which 
has been marked by speeches, 
'letters - to - the - editor and an 
abundance of colorful posters, 
These activities will be climaxed 
tonight in a question period for the 
four candidates for president of 
the S.E.C. This sessIonUUjiidicduIed 
for five o'clock in the Union and 
will be attended by the four men 
in question, Hugh Borsman, Mike 
Oliver, Eddie Ballon and Dave 
Townsend. 

Among Issues which have come 
to the fore in the current campaign 
arc those concerning the status of 
fraternities at McGill, the problem 
of racial discrimination on the 
campus, general attitudes toward 
broadening of student democracy, 
the relation of students to athletic 
activities, and the problems of 
campus- life generally. 

Last night Dawson students had 
an opportunity to hear the can- 
didates' discuss'their programs and 
answer questions pertaining both to 
them and to the more specialized 
Dawson aspects of campus s life. 
Polling will take place 'at the St. 
Johns college in the gymnasium, 
and a higher degree of interest than 
in the past is anticipated. 

On the McGill campus, polling 
booths will be set up tomorrow in 
various buildings so that all stu- 
dents will be able to cast ballots 
with a minimum of inconvenience. 
For Arts and Science, the booths 
will be located in the men's and 
women's common rooms of the Arts 
Building, as well as the R.V.C. Com- 
mon room. Women students in 
Science who are not in residence 
will vote In the Chemistry Build- 
ing. Commerce students will cast 
ballots in the men's common room 
of the Arts Building. Members of 
engineering, medicine and other

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Harrt Blasts 

^onents in 
Cartier Clash

Maurice Hartt,K.C., the political 
opponent of Michael Buhay in the 
coming Cartier by-election,, spoke 
to a gathering sponsored by the 
McGill Liberal Club, in the Union 
Music Room yesterday. 

After having told the assembly 
that he never prepared speeches, 
Mr. Hartt spoke for an hour and a 
half, and covered a great deal of 
political ground. In reference to his 
present^campaign as, a liberal can- 
didate'Vthe by-election, Mr Hartt 
mainly eiressed the point that the 
"Cartier constituency was carved 
out so that the Jews could voice 
their opinion as a iroup, through 
their representative at the federal 
House. Mr. Hartt claims that he it 
Justified in running for candidate 
in that constituency, being him- 
self of the Hebrew faith, one of 
those "who for 2.000 years have 
tried to explain (their) point of 
view to the Gentiles." 

Giving JusUficaUon to the sUte- 
ment made about him in the latest 
issue of "Time" magazine, Mr. 
Hartt 'slashed out with biting re- 
marks about his various opponents 
in the Quebec House. Mr. Hartt 
further attacked the platform of 
his L.P.P. opponent Michael Buhay. 
and concluded on a quotation from 
Voltaire: "I don't believe a word 
of what you say, but I'll fight to 
death to preserve your riRht to say 
it", which he holds as one of his 
main beliefs. 



Women's New Editor 
Appointed to Exec. 

The Women's News Editor of The 
Daily will henceforth be recogniz- 
ed as a member of the women's 
Union Executive, but will not have 
a vote.

Engineers Will 
Take Second • 
Dawson Year 



Engineering students at Dawson 
now will spend another academic 
year on the St. Johns campus, as 
that Branch of the University will 
be used for all male students in 
Pint and Second Year of Science 
and Engineering, it was announced 
in a release from . the Principal's 
office. 

Starting from June 1 of this year. 
Arts, and. Commerce courses in all 
yean will be given in Montreal, 
while Dawson is used ai. a. Junior 
division of the University for pure 
and applied ssience. Plans are un 
der:wày,^;to 'develop laboratories 
there' so : that- Honors students in 
Science 11 can be accommodated, as 
well as :the large group of Second 
'V^ear engineers and the incoming 
clashes. ' • 

Facilities on the McGill campus 
proper cannot be expanded at the 
present time to -take care of the 
Engineering Faculty. Its enrolment 
has Increased more than that of 
any faculty, and the Building has 
had a floor ' added and extensions 
made in front. It is felt that with 
the first Iwo years of the course 
given at Dawson, 'McGill's equip 
ment and space can be used to bet- 
ter advantage by students in com- 
pleting their work. Similarly Third 
and Fourth Year Science students 
will, have a better chance to do 
their' practical work with the 
large Second Year class housed at 
Dawson. 

. All students taking courses at 
Dawson will be required to live 
there, but those in the Second Year 
may obtain permission to commute 
from Montreal" from the Principal 
of the College. 

These arrangements, it is stated, 
will be in force at any rate for the 
next two sessions. ,

Socialization of medicine will ^ be 
the chief topic of discussion in the 
fifth and final session of the Model 
Parliament on Wednesday evening, 
when the C.C.F.' party will act as 
government. Prime Minister John 
A. MecDonald will head the gov- 
ernment and the Progressive Con- 
servatives, His' Majesty's Loyal Op- 
position, wili be led. by Roy Jack- 
son. . • ." 

Health ^ services of the country 
will be completely re-organized 
under the proposed legislation with 
every citizen ' provided with full 
medical, surgical and hospital care 
and all charges to be paid by the 
Dominion government. "Hie bill, 
which is printed elsewherie, estab- 
lishes a' system ol Counclii that will 
make arrangements for curative 
preventive health services avail- 
able without fee to every citizen. 
Provincial health councils will t>e 
set up to administer the Act. 
P.C. AMENDMENT INTRODUCED 

Chief opposition will come from 
the Progressive Conservative mem- 
bers, and they have introduced an 
amendment which states, "security 
must - be achieved by cooperation 
between the state, and the individ- 
ual," and they would place the 'ay<* 
tem on a contributory and volun- 
tary basis. Sherwin Raymond, 
Robert Walker and Roy Jackson 
will be speaking for the P.C.'s. 

The Bill will be introduced by 
John T. Sangster, Minister of Health 
and' Welfare In the C.C.F.' govern- 
ment Dave Mackensie will be 
speaking for the Liberals, who to- 
gether J with the L.P.P. group will 
be occupying- the seats* on the "left 
of the Speaker. Prof. J. R. Mallory 
will be the Speaker and conduct 
the proceedings of the house dur- 
ing the question period and the 
main discussion. 



PC Amendment 
To Health Bill 



Below Is the text of the Progres- 
sive Conservative Amendment to 
the CCF Bill which wiU be pre- 
sented at Wednesday's Model Par- 
liament: 

That clauses 1 to 6 be deleted 
and the following be added so that 
the bill reads as follows: 

The provisions of the National 
Health Services Act shall be based 
on the following general principles: 

1) That there shall be set up a 
positive national health programme, 
including improved nutritional 
standards for the coordination and 
expansion of all efforts direct'ed to- 
wards the prevention and control 
of disease and the Improvement of 
health;.' the programme to include 
maternity and child welfare, home 
nurslng.-school medical care, in- 
dustrial' medical services, physical 
education, medical research an4 the 
establishment of regional health 
centres. 

2) The system shall be based on 
a contributory and voluntary basis 
with special assistance* guaranteed 
to those persons who are unable' to

Student Voting 

At any university convocation or general assembly a common 
phrase used to exhaustion l>y guest speakers and valadlctorlans when 
speaking of university students is "citizens of tomorrow". During our 
college years it is believed that we form many of the social habits and 
group characteristics which will mark our generation of 'citizens' in 
postgraduate years. ' 

Yet when It comes to voting, one of the most fundamental ways 
a student can show his interest In and enthusiasm for the part he plays 
in the life of his university, there is » general attitude of disinterest 
among students at many of our universities. 

Apathetic is a word found frequently to describe the lack of student 
participation, in campus elections. Fifty -to fifty-five per cent is the 
average section of the student body to take advantage of. the privilege 
of electing student-government officials. ;Camiius elections are reportedly 
not bothered by the existence of party' niacKïnes 'or presiure blocks; 
they are not even bothered by large numbers of ballots to be counted. 

Difference in the form of student-government and method of repre- 
sentation make a comparative survey of student voting difficult; but 
the characteristic of apathy teems applicable on many campuses. At 
the University of Toronto voting is reported to be, on the whole, quiet, 
with the interest varying in the dlff^ent faculties. In the faculty of 
Engineering elections are made gala' events with a dinner, the voting, 
and then a mass attendance of the engineers at a downtown burlesque 
the'atrie marking the occasion. Little apathy is apparent in this faculty's 
voting. 

From Mount Allison came the only report of 100% participation on 
the part of students in campus elections. Here "enthusiastic" was used 
to describe the voters' interest. Another Eastern Universjty, Aaadia, an- 
nounced that although last year's election hit an exceptionally low mark 
with only SS% vote-participation, the usual percentage of voters Is around 
80% with k'great deal of spirit and interest shown by the entire student 
body. 

At McGill, as at Toronto, voting is quiet, and here the percentage 
of voters is low. Although elections are often keenly contested and 
much made of student government^ actual figures show student-interest 
apathetic where voting is concerned. Western University has .noted a 
falling off in vote-participation and. plans a new system of government 
which will be more représentative. 

Very little pep-rallying and stunting was reported from the different 
campuses with the exception' of TÀffeMaster'whlclî featured a leaflet 
bombing raid over the campus, radio broadcasts and appealing posters. 
At Western the prevailing absence of bands and parade* has been 
attributed to the increased age of the majority rf v.-.q .studtnts..

Text of C.C.F. Bill: to Provide for a National Health Service 



(Following the Dally publishes 
the complete text of the C.C.F. Bill 
which would provide a national 
health service for Canada. This 
bill is to be presented at the 
Model Parliament on Wednesday 
evening at 8 p.m. Thosce Interested 
should preserve this copy^ as the 
bill will not be' printed again.) 
A RESOLUTION TO PBOVIDE 

FOR A NA-nONAL HEALTH 
SERVICE 

Whereas it is a recognized prin- 
ciple that A Nation's Health if a 
Nation's Wealth; 

And Whereas the people of this 
nation are suffering from a short- 
age of both; 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED 
that this House enact legislation 
in the form of a Dominion Act, to 
be known as the National Health 
Service Act, to provide for a com- 
prehensive health service designed 
to secure improvement In the 
physical and mental health of the 
nation. 



("Dominion Act • — signifies an 
Act of the Dominion Parllaiiient 
which becomes effective in any 
province upon passage of concur- 
rent legislation by the provincial 
legislature.) 

THE PROVISIONS OF THE NA- 
TIONAL HEAL-TH SERVICES 
ACT shaU be based on the follow- 
ing, general' principies: ' 

CURATIVE SERVICES 
. 1. (a) There shall be made avail- 
able iull iMcpItal and practitioner 
services; drugs, medicines and 
medical supplies, including ophthal- 
mic and dental ^appliances; to be 
available upon presentation of a 
prescription from a qualified prac- 
titioner. 

PREVENTn'E SERVICES 

(b> There shall be instituted a 
program for the co-ordination and 
expansion of all efforts directed 
toward prevention and control ol 
dbease and improvement of health;' 



the program, to include maternity 
and. ^ild welfare, . home nursing, 
school medical services, industrial 
welfare services, physical educa- 
tion, medical research, and the 
establishment of ' regional health 
centres. •> •

2. All the above provisions shall 
be available without fee to every 
Canadian citizen; full cost to l>e 
defrayed as in Section 3.

3. All costs arising out of the 
operation and administration of 
the proposed Service shall be 
chargeable to .the Consolidated Re- 
venue Fund of the Dominion of 
Canada: estimated- costs to be in-

Tiicrc cannot be too inueli cmplingis placed 
on llic imporlnncc of tiic position of tlic Presi- 
dent of McGill's Student Society and yet tiierc 
arc still innny who arc unaware of what the po^l 
calls for in a candidate. First and foremost it 
must be realized that the man who will be elect, 
led tomorrow will represent every one of usîd" 
the public. It jg he who must carry the impres- 
sion of McGill students to the grndmitcs, to the 
Faculty, tp the other universities and to the man 
in the street who knows no more about McGill 
■ than what he may read or hear. For this, reason 
alone, then, the voting should be hacked by con- 
siderable thought on- tiic qualities of the four 
men' contesting thé position. 

However, such representation alone is not all 
that is required of the President. His is the task 
of conducting meetings of the Students' Society 
—no easy job when matters of verj' controver- 
sial nature arise as they do from time to time. 
His, too, is the task of conducting meetings of 
the Students' Executive Council, of which he is 
the Chairman. The man who \s elected mii.'t be 
able to work together with the other uicinbcr? 
of that body who represent smaller group;^, all 
of whom are anxious to see their partirulnr aims 
brought to the fore. The Chairiiiian, then, nui.>-t 
be a man capable of overseeing the needs of the 
student body as a whole, men and women alike, 
and must at all times retain in mind the wishes 
of the majority. 

The President of course must be a man with 
ideas— but ideas unless they arc put into proper 
effect arc of no value. The inen who have been 
nominated have all shown that they have the 
initiative to effect ciiangcs and to bring general 
improvements, the dcgrec'nf which depends on 
the outlook of the individual voter. 

It should be borne in mind, as well, that the 
President also has a seat on the Students' Ath- 
letics Council and on the Advisory Athletics 
Board, two bodies where he has an excellent op- 
portunity to present the views of all students 
on questions of general policy on athletics— a 
topic which is usually well up on the popularity 
list of most undergraduates. 

Thus the post demands a man of considerable 
talent and ability. This year wc see four stu- 
dents, eminently qualified by past experience 
and achievements, ready to contest. Their plat- 
forms have been printed in The Daily and to- 
morrow will be printed again to give every stu- 
dent an opportunity to decide on the best candi- 
date. The four have had two meetings with the 
student body to date— one in the Union hnllronm 
last week and anntlirr at Daw.snn last niulit. To- 
iiipht at there will be a question pn lod tn .D'O- 
pel any doubts about the views and inlcntions 
of the contesliints. After that Iheçc should he no 
excuse for. not knowing. the men under consiflrr- 
ation; the result should be a heavy vote. — A.K.

The recent birth and new animation of muilcal 
life in Canada has brought into public view many 
highly talented young compoiera and ' perlormeri> 
Among the most gifted ontt ii the pianiit Neil' ChOf 
tern, whom we had the good fortune to meet^in the 
CBC studios. < • ; 

Twenty-ilx-year-old Mr. Chotem was born in 
Saskatoon, where he received his first musical trainr 
ing, which he contliiued In Chicago' and New York; 
At present he Is studying under Mr. Hirvey In 
Montreal. Besides numei'ous radio appearances since 
the age of thirteen, directing and composing inci- 
dental music lor a dramatic production of the CBC, 
he also plays the Quebec (Concerto by Andre Metier 
In the Canadian film, "Whispering City", which will 
soon be released. 

In conversation Mr. Chotem spoke of several 
of the most Important matters In the creating and 
performing of music. He finds' that making up a 
program for a concert is a compromise between the 
artist's and the audience's tastes. Canadian audiences 
arc unfortunately unwilling to accept a local muil- 
cian unless he has a foreign rc|)utation. The highly 
organized state of tho music business. ' moreover, 
makes It more lucrative and technically more con- 
venient both for managers and perlormars to give 
concerts in the U.S.A. 

Although an excellent pianist, Mr. Chotem pre- 
fers composing and would like to davote his whole 
time to the latter; Mentioning Appclbaum and Cable 
as the most able, yet neglected, young Canadian com- 
posers, Mr. Chotem regretted the lack o( encourage- 
ment and recognition given to local musicians. He 
alsd deplored the tendency of some contemporary 
composers to misuse the twelve-tone system and to 
employ/ wrong notes merely to sound^ "modern". The 
result is too frequently music notation without any 
spirit or emotion. On the whole Ur. Chotem thinks 
there is much to be enthusiastic about, in music in 
Montreal, Toronto and Vancouver.

Dear Sir: 

The Student Executive Council 
has seen fit to issue an edict to the 
effect that no leaflets may be dis- 
tributed without the consent of the 
Council. It. now turns out that the 
requirement for permission Is that 
the distributor must agrpe to pick 
up alt the lei)flets left lying around 
the campus. That this is<a ridicu- 
lous restriction is obvious it we 
loo|( at what happens In practice 
in the civic field. The City of Mont- 
real .does not réqtilre ' the publish- 
ers of the Montreal Daily Star, for 
example, to pick up the copies of 
that paper which clutter the city 
strecU. 

But there is more to U.than that. 
The . motion dealing with this rul- 
ing was put on tha floor and pass- 
ed BECAUSE THE CAMPUS ELEC- 
TIONS WERE IN THE OFFING. 
The Council knows that there is a 
growing feeling on this campus for 
open election campaigns. It further 
knows that the Issuing ot leaflets 
is one effective way of making a 
candidale'a program known to many 
students. Therefore, one must come 
to the conclusinn that the Council 
if oppcscd to such democratic activ 
ity on our campus. 

That the distributor should be. re- 
quired to pick up leaflets that de 
face the view from the Roddick 
Gates may seem to be quite rea- 
sonable. However, it also means 
that if one single leaflet Is not pick- 
ed up the Council can use this 
fact to ban the distribution of leaf- 
lets altogether. 

This action on the part of the 
Council can only have a restrictive 
effect on democratic student activ- 
ity and, therefore, 'we are heartily 
opposed to it. 

In addition, In our opinion, the 
altitude of the Student Executive 
Council ha^ served to restrict cam- 
pus democracy In another way. Two 
meetings were called (as a result 
of a Couiicil decision) to hear can- 
didates for the Presiclent of the 
McGill Union. The first meeting 
had NO PUBLICITY and the sec- 
ond did not have adequate front 
page coverage. The result was that 
two of the candidates were unaware 
of the meeting, and of course stu- 
denla did not attend. In our opin- 
ion, the Council should encourage 
open democratic election campaigns 
rather than attempt to stifle them 
as its actions indicates is the case 
today.

Norntan Grantt's program is sel- 
ected and arrancred in such a way, 
that oddly enough, even the least 
ipnsitiuf gets the feeling of not 
only sound but colour — a complex 
and subtle mural starting with a 
tnosaic of cleuerly inhgrated light 
and. shade and ending uiith a dra- 
matically compelling blurb of red. 
Buddy Rich's solo at the end fills 
the roonts with a aggressively 
bright, intense red, and leaves you 
olmost clawing (he air in a thick 
atmosphere of near hysteria. The 
curtain drops while one is still 
clapping to the last number. The 
psvehological.intensftv of. the mo- 
mint could onit/ bé aclileucd by 
a master's hand in the directoi-'i 
gloi;e. 

Norman Grantz was born 38 years 
ago in Los Angeles Hé attended 
U.C.L.A. before going into the 
Army. He majored in Philosophy 
and the Humanities, and his out- 
look on Jazz and society in general^ 
reflect the best in what wc consider 
the real American democratic tra 
dition of men like Paine, Jefferson 
and Lincoln. The rich understand- 
ing of man, the wholehearted pre- 
judice In favour of freedom' and 
tolerance 

Mr. Grantz has a very fi;ank at- 
titude towards Jazz and his position 
in Jazz. We asked him about 
"eithetic and cultural values," and 
he answered In terms of a weapon 
to fight race bigotry and.dUcrlm 
Inailon. His jazz la not the par- 
ticular property of that small and 
select elite of jazz fans, but It is 
happy, exciting modern Jazz, with 
a terrific drive and beat— a Jazz 
which grows and changes almost 
from day to day— encompassing all 
that was good In yesterday's Jazz, 
and anticipating all that will be 
good In tomorrow's. 

Mr. Grantz has big and important 
Ideas for Jazz— the folk music of 
America. He sees it being played 
In ever new and intricate forms, 
the forms not of the "Golden Agé" 
of New Orleans, Chicago and Kan- 
sas City, but of our own atomic 
age; new InttrumenU violins, cellos, 
French horns will be tried and per 
haps adopte~d— but above all Jazz 
will be played by Negro and White 
artists, together, to enormous audi- 
ences of Negro and White people 
who will come to rtalixe the un- 
breakable bond of cultural and 
traditional unity betwéén their two 
races In America which has pro- 
duced this mamlflcint black (lid 
whité music.
